The results of the survey were 
announced by Dr. Raymond F. Mce- 
Coy, director of the university’s 
graduate division, who served as 
chairman of a four-man advisory 
committee. Xavier University, 
founded in 1831, is conducted by the 
Jesuit Fathers. 

Walter J. Clarke, assistant pro- 
fessor of education, who conducted 
the study, said the comparison of 
the achievement of televiewing 
children with non-televiewing chil- 
dren showed no significant differ- 
ence, nor is their learning affected 
very much by the way parents con- 
trol their televiewing. 

“It would be a gross misrepre- 
sentation of the data,” Mr. Clarke 
reported, “to hold that in the case 
of a given child his habits of 
watching television could not affect 
his school achievement. The data 
gathered in this study reveal that 

rer television habits and lower 
Q’s, lower parental control and 
lower school achievement tend to 
be found in the same child. Like 
most recreations, television can be 
used in excess which may result in 
damage to physical well-being and 
‘mental alertness.” 

Dr. McCoy said that the most 
popular television show with the 
pre-adolescents is the Milton Berle 
show, watched by 86 out of every 
100 interviewed in the survey. The 
survey ranked the following shows 
in order of popularity: Six Gun 
Theater, 85 percent; Six Gun Play- 
house, 83 per cent; Hopalong Cas- 
sidy, 70 per cent; Captain Video,

Ireland Is Rapidly Becoming 
Nation Of Bachelors, Old Maids 


Notre Dame — Because fewer) 
men and women marry in Ireland 
than in any other country in the 
civilized world, Erie is rapidly be- 
coming a nation of bachelors and 
old maids and the Irish people are 
vanishing from the face of the

Thus states the Rev. Dr. John A. 
O’Brien, of the University of Notre 
Dame, in an article, “The Vanish- 
ing Irish,” appearing in the Jan- 
uary issue of St. Joseph’s Maga- 
zine, published by the Benedictine 
Fathers at St. Benedict, Oregon. 


This finding comes as a shock 
because Ireland is famous for its 
beautiful colleens and its warm- 
hearted people and is commonly 
ictured as a land of romantic 
overs, according to Father O’- 
Brien. The discovery is as ironical 
as it is startling because the Irish 
people have traditionally held large 
families in high esteem and have 
frowned upon artificial birth con- 
trol, he points out. 


For more than a century the 
population of Ireland has been 
steadily declining. While the other 
nations of Europe were doubling 
and tripling their population, Ire- 
land was dwindling to less than 


From a population of 6,548,000 in 
1840, the population dwindled to 
2,992,084 in 1940, Father O’Brien 
reveals. The figures are for the 26 
counties comprising the Republic 
of Ireland, known also as Eire.

Supreme Court 
Reviews Case

Washington—(NC)— The U. S. 
Supreme Court has been asked to 
declare unconstitutional the so- 
called Feinberg Law which bars 
from employment in New York 
State public schools members of 
any organizations the State Board 
of Regents considers to be sub- 
versive. The court has taken the 
appeal under advisement.

Came To U.S. 
In Three Years 
Commissioner Gibson 
States That 46 Per 
Cent Are Catholics 


Washington —(NC)— A total of 
336,000 displaced persons will have 
been resettled in this country by 
the time the U. 8S. Displaced Per- 
sons _Commission concludes its 
three-year program, Chairman 
John W. Gibson said here as that 
organization began closine down 
its work. 


Mr. Gibson said that from now 


until next June, the commission will 
concentrate on a program to re- 
settle 54,744 German expellees 
whose admissions are authorized 
under the U. 8. Displaced Persons 
law. The expellees are persons of 
German descent who were expelled 
from their homes in central and 
eastern Europe by communist-dom- 
inated regimes. 


Mr. Gibson said 300,000 DP’s al- 
ready are resettled in this country 
and that visas have been issued 
for the remaining 86,000 who will 
be brought in within two months. 


Forty-six per cent of the DP’s 
resettled in this country are Cath- 
olics, Mr. Gibson disclosed. He 
said the 34 per cent are Protest- 
ants and Orthodox; 19 per cent 
Jewish and one per cent of “other 
and unknown” faiths. 


Mr. Gibson declared that of the 
336,000 DP’s, only three have been 
deported. . He said that one of 
these was a mental case, but did 
not say why the other two were 
sent back to Europe. 


The resettlement of the 336,000 
refugees, Mr. Gibson said, “struck 
at the heart of the cause of wars.” 
He said the program helped to 
ease Europe’s problem of over- 
population, which he characterized 


as “a venomous postscript to World 
War I.”

Frankfurt—(NC)—Churchgoers in the Soviet zone of 
occupation of Germany administered a smashing defeat to 
communist propagandists during the recent holidays. As 
though by joint understanding they quietly boycotted the 
gatherings staged by the Red rulers to distract attention 
from church services on Christmas Eve and throughout 


Christmas week and flocked to? 
their temples of worship so as to} 


crowd them far beyond capacity. 


Reports from all over the Soviet 
zone indicate that the Christian 
churches of all denominations were 
unable to accommodate the unpre- 
eedented crowds. In many instanc- 
es doors had to be kept open so as 
to enable thousands of worship- 
pers, who could not gain admit- 
tance, to at least watch the servic- 
es and hear the sermons from a 
distance. 


In the uranium mine districts of 
Silesia and Thuringia, too, the 
miners came to church in large 
numbers. Communist attempts to 
disturb the services by broadcast- 
ing Soviet programs from mobile 
transmitters patrolling the streets 
met with utter failure. 


In various towrs “Christmas” 
trees adorned with hammer and 
sickle and pictures of Stalin, Lenin 
and other Red leaders were torn 
down by irate citizens under the 
cover of darkness. Nevertheless, 
all through the Soviet realm ef- 
forts continue to replace the tradi- 
tional Christmas trees with “New 
Year trees” trimmed with commun- 
ist symbols.

Reports from the satellite coun-

They are instru- 
ments of the Red rulers to poison 
the. young minds and to cut them 
off completely from the Western 
world, Typical are the references 
in this book to Christianity. 

“The Christian religion,” says 
one of the few relevant para- 
graphs, “came from Palestine to 
Rome. The'men who believed in 
Jesus Christ were called Chris- 
tians. They formed communities 
whose members were the poor and 
the slaves. The government dis- 
solved them and confiscated their 
properties.”

Vatican City — (Radio, NC) — 
Pontifical approval of the consti- 
tution of the Society of the Atone- 
ment was personally given by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII to Very 
Rev. Raphael Grande, S.A., former 
Superior General of the Society, 
who was received in audience Jan- 
uary 5. 


The approval was in the form 
of a decree issued by the Sacred 
Congregation of Religious. The 
Society of the Atonement is a 
branch of the Third Order Regular 
of St. Francis. Its general mother- 
house is at Graymoor, Garrison, 
N. Y., and its members are widely 
known as the “Graymoor Fathers,” 
or the “Atonement Friars.” 


The decree, called “decretum 
laudis,” (decree of praise), raises 
the Society from the level of di- 
ecesan right of approval to that 
of pontifical right. It is an im- 
portant step in the life of any 
order or community and is gen-

The Friars’ community now 
numbers 200 members, with houses 
in the United States, Canada and 
at the Church of 8S.

This matter was deeply rooted in George Washington’s 
art, so much so that he spoke about it in his Farewell Address, 

laring that morality could not exist among the citizenry of 
r nation unless it were based on religious principles.

When the Northwest Territory was opened in the year 1787, 
ose who were at the helm of the government decreed: 

Religion, morality and knowledge being necessary to good

The early governors of the American people certainly never 
visioned that there would be any atheists in the United States,

ates a plea for the exclusion, against the will of the parents,

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U.S. Supreme Court Will 
Decide These Two Cases 


THE - Supreme Court must approach every problem ob- 
jectively, and not be influenced by the correspondence it 


receives, whether “pro” or “con.” 


In most cases the quantities of telegrams and letters re- . 
ceived by the Court or Congress result from engineered requests 
made through local organizations by an “organized minority,’ 
which ysually is either favorable or adverse to the problem under 
consideration. : 

The Presidént and every member of Congress are familiar 
ed the manner in which either selfish interests or prejudices 
work. , 
A fight against religion in education, taking the form of 
antagonism to parochial schools, was made an issue in the State 


of Oregon back in 1922. People were asked to “vote on a. refer- 


endum designed to make attendance at public schools compulsory.” 
Catholics were comparatively few in number in that state, and 
because the Ku Klux Klan, whose membership was strong advocated 
a favorable vote, it carried. But the Supreme Council of the Scot- 


tish Rite Freemasonry of the Southern Jurisdiction actually 


claimed credit for initiating the movement to force the closing 
of all non-public schools. The same attempt was made in Califor. 
nia and in Michigan, but in these states the referendum was de- 
feated. 

Following the referendum in Oregon an appeal was made fo 
the Supreme Court of the United States to test the constitution- 
ality of the Oregon law, It was declared “unconstitutional” by 
unanimous vote of the Justices of the Supreme Court, 

The chief reason given for this unanimous decision was the 
soundness of the principle that “sehools only hold the place of 
parents,” and that parents, therefore, are permitted to select 
whatever school they desire for the education of their children. 
That reason holds today as much as it held then. In fact that 
reason is grounded in the Natural Law, because every child be- 
longs to its parents before it belongs to the state. 

The only business of the state is to see that the young citi- 
zens receive a certain amount of education. If that amount is 
provided in an efficient manner in a non-public school, it holds the 
same status as the public school does, 


Released Time Instruction 


_ On that principle, too, parents, whose children attend the 
publie school, have a natural right to ask that they be released 
once or oftener each week, to receive religious instruction outside 
the school building. 

Because such was the honest belief of the Attorney-Gener- 
al in many states, the “released time’ manner of having public 
school children instructed, was never actually altogether discon- 
tinued. The decision of the Supreme Court, just a couple of 
years ago, was interpreted as applying only to religious instruc- 
tion imparted in the school itself, If it were feasible to give re- 
ligious instruction in the public schools, that same principle 
would be equally applicable. In other words, if the Creator has

Do We Tend To Follow 
‘Red’ Way In Education? 


"THE first thing the Communist government did in Russia was 

to close not only all the churches and exile their clergy, but 
to forbid the religious instruction of any one under 18 years of 
age, whether in school or out of school. | 

The first thing that Russia did when the agents took charge 
of the governments of Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, Rumania, Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, was to close all 
religious schools. They substituted Communist.doctrine for the 
religious instruction previously given a place in the curriculum 
followed in most schools. 

That has been done, in effect, over here. All the schools of 
the United States during colonial times and for more than 50 
years after the establishment of the American nation were re- 
ligious schools. It was never dreamed that when the public school 


| system was established, and the teaching of religion became 


very difficult because of the representation of a number of re- 
ligions in every classroom, the child would be permitted to grow 
up without knowledge of religious and moral principles. 

Parents in those days had gone through religious schools, and 
taught the children religion at home, and since they were all 
church-goers, they sent their children to Sunday Schooi. Half of 
the teachers in the United States were also Sunday School teach« 
ers, and they recruited their Sunday School classes from the

Father Gaspard was arrested 
last April while he was working 
in the Kongmoon diocese under the 
direction of Bishop Adolph J. Pas- 
chang. He had suffered from ma- 
laria and was pale and haggard on 
his arrival here. He was held in a 
large cell with some 60 other pris- 
oners during most of his prison 
stay. For a while he volunteered 
to work on a labor gang to es- 
cape the monotony of prison life. 
He was “tried” on December 18 
on charges of possessing “reac- 
tionary” literature and expelled 
from China. The “reactionary” 
literature consisted of pamphiets 
put out by Church officials in 
Shanghai on the government’s “in- 
dependent church” movement. 
Bishop Paschang, under whom 
Father Gaspard works, is now be- 
ing tortured by the Reds in an ef- 
fort to extort money from his 
American confreres. 
_ Father McDonald had labored 
in the Wuchow diocese under the 
direction of Bishop Frederic A. 
Donaghy. The priest had been 
arrested in December, 1950. He 
was held in prison for three 
months and then placed under 
house arrest until his ouster. 
Father Mershon had also worked 
in the Wuchow diocese. He, too, 
had been under house arrest for 
many months before his expulsion. 
Sister Mary Rudolf related that 
shortly before the deportation of 
herself and her two companions 
they were forced to undergo an 
ll-hour mob “trial.” 
a frenzy by Red speakers, the 


“Imob demanded that the nuns be 


burned on a funeral pyre. Re- 
eatedly during the “trial” mem- 
ers of the mob walked up to the 
nuns and spat in their faces. At 
the end of the “trial” the nuns 
were completely covered with 
slime and spittle and bruised from 
the blows of the mob. 

Sister Mary Rudolf told of a 
boy and girl about 12 years old, 
who tried to protect the helpless 
nuns from the blows and spittle. 
The children stationed themselves 
in front of the Sisters and tried 
to use their small bodies as shields 
against the mob which had been. 
wrought up by Red charges that 
the nuns had murdered infants in 
their orphanage. But the little 
boy and girl were also thrown to 
the ground and beaten, the nun 
related. 

The Swiss nun stated that death 
by fire is not an uncommon mode 
of execution in Manchuria. Four 
years ago three Chinese priests of 
the Kirin diocese were burned to 
death for their Faith, she said. 
She identified them as the Revs. 
Andrew Chao, Lawrence King and 
Francis Ting. At the same time 
three native Sisters were beaten 
to death because they refused to 
marry or deny their Faith, she 
added.

The Federation of Churches of Rochester and Vicinity issued 
this statement in connection with its endorsement: 


The separation of Church and State, as provided for in our 
Constitution, was designed to prevent institutional entangle- 
ments, not to separate religion from life, nor to erect a bar- 
rier between children and God. 


About the same time; a Brooklyn District Attorney, speaking 
‘at Schepect=d}, New York, expressed his conviction that 
Religious education in public schools is the best way to com- _ 
bat the lack of moral training — the fundamental cause of 
juvenile delinquency. é 


If the State is to be separated from God, then we should 
discontinue stamping a nearly two century old motto on our coins 
“In God we trust.” The Brooklyn attorney asked “how can our 
children place their trust in a God they are not permitted to learn 
about?” He believes that the vast majority of American citizens 
should be suspicious of “those who, in the name of academic free- 
dom, seek to force atheism in our schools.” He observed further: 
“Our country has fallen victim to a materialistic philosophy which 
eliminates God.” 

In Engiand they have had pretty much the same battle be- 
tween the secularists and those who want religion in the citizen's 
life. Some years ago Viscount Bryce, writing in the Laymen’s 
Bulletin, London, declared: 

It (religion) is the strongest moral force because it appeals to 
all men, not to those only who are fit to receive learning and 
philosophy. Further it has been and is strong because it ap- 
peals to the noblest and deepest parts of human nature. 

John Ruskin, the learned English writer criticized his country 
for allowing the world spirit to’ legislate for it, to moralize for 
it, to reason for it, because “such secularism undermines in nearly 
the same degree the sincerity and practical power of Christianity 
itself.” 

Ruskin observed further: ; 

Anything which makes ‘religion the second object, makes 
religion no object. God will put up with a great many things 
in the human heart, but there is one thing He will not put up 
with in it — a second place. He who offers God a second 
place, offers Him no place. 

Pope Pius XII, in his first Encyclical, 
wrote: 

The deep and ultimate root of present day evils is the re- 
jectio: of the universal norm of morality, from which re- 
sults a practical denial of God, of divinity, and of the teach- 
ings of Christ. Hence there is derived a saddening return of 
paganism to the distress of consciences and of States . 

Dr. Felix Adler, the Jewish educator, was of the same mind 
when he wrote: 

At the root of the world’s catastrophe is the immoral be- 
havior of mankind. Faulty moral ideals, and not defective 
economic theories, are primarily responsible for the ills be- 
setting mankind. The way out is by the slow growth of the 
spiritual ideal. 

And Roger W. Babson commented: 

One thing is certain, namely, the world cannect recover from. 
this deluge as long as it ignores God and His laws. This is 
what brought on World War II. It will be Christ or chaos 
after the armistice. .. 

We sincerely hope the Churches of America will soon unite 
and state courageously that the world must turn over a new 
leaf in order to bring peace. Not only must the United States 
lead this return to God, but we who are enjoying security 
and comforts should lead in such a spiritual awakening.

referred to the First Amendment 
to the Constitution which, he said, 
had three purposes as follows: 

“First, to guarantee the free and 
equal place of the respective reli- 
gions in our society; second, to 
allow the States—some of which 
then had established churches— 
gradually to solve their own prob- 
lem ‘about the Church and State 
by preventing the Federal Gov- 
ernment from interfering with 
this process, and, third, to bar 
the Federal Government from the 
self-establishment of religion. 

“Because it establishes the re- 
ligion of secularism by Federal 
judicial fiat, the McCollum de- 
cision is in violation of all three 
of these ends.” 

In the McCollum decision the 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
teaching of religion on public 
school property violated the First 
Amendment. 

The POAU, in a recent press re- 
lease, said that “if any number of 
American citizens agree with Dr. 
Pike that religion should be-taught 
in the public schools, they are free 
to work for passage of a constitu- 
tional amendment repealing the 
First Amendment, which the Su- 
preme Court upheld in the Mc- 
Collum decision.” 

Dr. Pike explained that in his 
sermon at Washington Cathedral 
“I was simply replying to an at- 
tack previously made on me by 
Dr. Archer's Church-State News 
Letter because I expressed ap- 
proval of the teaching of religion 
in the schools in Virginia and parts 
of New York State.” (Dr. Glenn 
L. Archer is POAU's executive 
director). 


Attacked By Dr. Archer 


“In the news letter, Dr. Archer 
said, “In Pike's view, apparently, 
law-breaking by ministers has di- 
vine sanction,” Dr. Pike con- 
tinued. : 

“I pointed out that the Mc-

Father Louis Hennepin 


Priest Who 'Found’ Niagara Falls 


BOUT 250 years ago (nobody 

knows for sure) a remarkable 
priest died in Rome. A member of 
the Franciscan Order, Father Louis 
Hennepin had always loved to trav- 
el. Also, he had “a strong inclina- 
tion to retire from the world and 
to reguiate my life according to 
the rules of pure and severe vir- 
tue,” as he put it himself. 

He managed to combine both 
ambitions into a life time of. good 
work. Anybody who thinks that 
priests are “sissies”; any boy who 
longs for adventure, should know 
the story of Father Hennepin. He 
elimaxed a life-time of travel and 
exploration by visiting Niagara 
Falls, when the whole area was 
known only to the Indians. (He 
managed to get himself captured 
by the Indians, and his life would 
make an excellent scenario for the 
movies.) 

Nobudy can say for sure that 
Father Hennepin was the first 
white man to see Niagara Falls, 
but he was certainly the first to 
tell about it. His three books, writ- 
ten after he returned from a long 
voyage of exploration, contained a 
description of Niagara—the stead- 
iest of all the world’s greatest 
waterfalls—as well as a detailed 
description of America when the 
continent was still largely unknown 
to Europeans. : 

Father Hennepin was born in the 
town of Ath, in Belgium, about 
1640. He entered the Franciscans 
and completed his novitiate in 
France. Shortly after he was or- 
dained, his travels began with a 
trip to Italy. 

Back in Calais, France, the priest 
with the wanderlust did what so 
many others have done when they 
had the fever to travel. He listened | 
to the seamen sitting in restau- 
rants. “The smoke of tobacco was 
offensive to me,” he wrote later, 
“and created pain in my stomach 
. +» but for all that I was very at- 
tentive to the accounts they gave 
of their encounters by sea, the 
perils they had gone through, and 
all the accidents which befell them 
on their long voyages. This occu- 
pation was so agreeable that I have 
spent whole and nights with- 


Father Hennepin’s desire to 
wander was gratified partially by 
a missionary trip he made to 


At present they are in the thick of 
a fight over “adult admission” 
prices which may be significant for 
the entire country. It seems that 
some of the outlying theaters are 
showing “adult only” pictures, but 
will it. anyone who will pay 
adult prices — juveniles included, 
course. 

We could go on enumerating de- 
finite results elsewhere but space 
does not permit. From hundreds of 
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Holland. In 1673, during a war, he 
reported that he gave the Sacra- 
ments to 3,000 wounded men, and 
twice he was taken Cangerously ill 
himself, 

In 1675, when he was about 35 
years old, the priest finally had a 
chance for a long journey. He was 
ordered to accompany de la Salle 
on a voyage to Canada, called New 
France. The trip was marked with 
attacks by pirates, but was com- 
pleted safely. 


For four years in Canada, Father 
Hennepin was assigned to the hos- 
pital at Quebec. In his spare time, 
he traveled around the countryside, 
on skis, with dog sleds and in 
canoes. Finally, he was sent to a 
mission on the north shore of Lake 
Ontario, where the city of King- 
ston now stands. 


Then began his real travels 
through the American continent. 
He was sent to the Niagara River, 
then to the Detroit River and Lake 
Huron. De la Salle sent the priest 
and two companions on a voyage 
of discovery to the Mississippi 
River. It was on this trip that the 
three men were captured by a band 
of Sioux Indians, who took them 
with them on their nomadic wan- 
derings. 

On one such trip, Father Henne- 
pin stopped at the great waterfalls 
near Minneapolis, and ‘the priest 
named it St. Anthony Falls. After 
going down the Mississippi about 
160 miles, Father Hennepin and 
his two companions met another 
famed explorer, Daniel DuLhut, 
who argued the Indians into re- 
leasing the priest and his partners. 
Father Hennepin was then able to 
make his way back to Montreal and 
Quebec, 


After a summer spent in the 
monastery in Quebec, the priest- 
explorer sailed back to France and 
entered a monastery. Here he wrote 
and published his first book, “The 
Description of Louisiana.” 


A few years later, he published 
a second book, called “The New 
_Diseovery”—and this book has been 
the subject of many arguments. In 
it, Father Hennepin says that his 
party sailed all the way down the 
Mississippi, and reached the Gulf 
of Mexico before being captured 
by the Sioux Indians. Historians, 
however, say that he could not have 
had time to make that long trip by 
canoe, according to his own dates. 
Some say that his trip down the 
full length of the Mississippi was 
not his own writing, but a comment 
added by others at a later date. 
Another explanation may be that 
Father Hennepin was simply con- 
fused as to how far he did travel in 
a  ™ land for which no maps ex- 
isted. 


Now about 60 years old, Father 
Hennepin’s days of travelling were 
over, and he retired to a monastery 
in Rome. In 1701, a letter was writ- 
ten (still in existence) by a friend 
of Father Hennepin, who said that 
the priest was in hopes of going 
back to America. There is no record 
that he ever did, and the general 
belief is that he died shortly after 
the letter was written—probably in 
1701 or 1702. 


The Franciscan priest, who had 
such a strong yearning to travel, 
and yet with a “strong inclination 
to retire from the world,” was laid 
to rest. He had achieved both ob- 
jectives in an adventurous and use- 
ful life.

children in their classrooms. But after a number of generations 
went through the schools in which nothing was taught about 
God, about Christ, about the Ten Commandments, or even about 
the natural law, evidently those children, when they became par- 
ents, were unable to instruct their children in religion. 

Now we have the factual situation of one-half of our whole 
citizenry being unaffiliated with any church organization. These 
people, for the most part, do not send their children anywhere 
for religious instruction, with the natural result that young 
Americans do not know religion’s ABC’s, and grow up indifferent 
if not hostile to religion, which they regard as so unimportant 
that no place was given it in the school system. _ 

Then came along Progressive Education, which instead of 
directing children to practice self-control, urged them actually to 
follow their animal inclinations. Then, a few years ago, the 
American Association of Freethinkers, whose president was the 
father of Mrs. Vasta McCollum of Urbana, Illinois, a professed 
atheist, urged her to carry to the United States Supreme Court 
a ease she had instituted against released. time instruction in 
religion. This plan provided for the instruction of the children 
for one hour each week, outsidethe public school building. 

The United States Supreme Court heard Mrs. .McCollum’s 
ease and declared un-Constitutional the imparting of religious 
instruction in public school buildings. The decision was based 
on the Court’s interpretation of the “American principle of separ- 
ation of church and state.” 2 

Mrs.‘ McCollum and her backers won the support of many 
organizations, among them “Protestants and Other Americans 
United for the Separation of Church and State.” Their ultimate 
aim is the suppression of all forms of released time education, 
whether in or outside of the public schools.

“As Mr. Justice Jackson said, in 
his concurring opinion in the Mc- 
Collum case (pp. 235-8); 

“To me, the sweep and detail 
of these complaints is a danger 
signal which warns of the kind of 
local controversy we will be re- 
quired to arbitrate if we do not 
place appropriate limitation on our 
decision and exact strict compli- 
ance with jurisdictional require- 
ments ... 1 think it remains to be 
demonstrated whether it is pos- 
sible, even if desirable, to comply 
with such demands as plaintiff's 
completely to isolate and cast out 
of secular education all that some 
people may reasonably regard as 
religious instruction. . . . The task 
of separating the secular from the 
religious in education is one of 
magnitude, intricacy and delicacy. 

“It is idle to pretend that this 
task is one for which we can find 
in the Constitution one word to 
help us as judges to decide where 
the secular ends and the sectarian 
begins in education. Nor can we 
find guidance in any other legal 
source. It is a matter on which 
we can find no law but our own 
prepossessions. If with no super 
legal guidance we are to take up 
and decide every variation of this 
controversy, raised by persons not 
subject to penalty or tax but who 
are dissatisfied with the way 
schools are dealing with the prob- 
lem, we are likely to have much 
business of the sort. And, more im- 
portantly, we are likely to make 
the legal “wall of separation be- 
tween church and state” as wind- 
ing “as the famous serpentine wall 
designed by Mr. Jefferson for the 
university he founded.” 

“The cases which are now com- 
ing before the Court forcefully em- 
phasize these judicial predictions 
by Mr. Justice Jackson and will

“The Seminarian’s name is Rob- 
ert Wharton, and as soon as he 
began to tell us about his work, I 
knew I must write yeu about it, 
too, As you know, many of those 
who cannot hear at all, cannot talk 
either. If they do not hear the 
sound of words they do not know 
how to form words in order to 
speak themselves. For these peo- 
ple, there are two ways in which 


they can learn to express them-} 


selves. | 


First, there is the sign method 
whereby an alphabet of letters is 
used, also signs indicating different 
ideas. Second, there is the oral 
method which uses only speech and 
lip reading. Of course, many teach- 
ers use a ‘combination of the two 
methods. The signs, once you know 
them, seem very natural and lovely 
to see in motion. This sign method 
was developed in the eighteenth 
eentury in France by a priest 
named Abbe de l’Epee who is said 
to have started the first forma 
school for the Deaf. 


Love, for instance, is expressed 
by folding the hands over the 
heart. Christ is shown by touching 


: the palms of each hand to indicate 


the wounds in His hands. For the 
word, Baby, you cradle one arm 
in the other and‘swing them back 
and forth. For Catholic, you make 
the sign of the cross on your face. 
The sign for Home is made by 
putting one hand over your mouth 
to show eating; and then resting 
the cheek on your open palm to 
indicate sleeping. 


It is really very difficult to teach 
children who are entirely deaf. We 
depend so much on the spoken 
word that we never realize how 
much we learn through our ears. 
You can get sense knowledge 
through your eyes, but you get 
wisdom throvgh your ears. And 
did you ever realize that we think 
more or less in sentences. We 
have to recognize words and the 
ideas in back of them and we have 
to have a knowledge of how to 
string words together in order to 
wring the meaning out of them.

A Moral Crisis 


“On the other hand, there is an 
increasing conviction throughout 
our country that the crisis at home 
and abroad is fundamentally a 
moral crisis; and that the real dan- 
ger which lies ahead of us today 
is not the massing armed power 
of Soviet Russia, which we can 
defeat, but rather is in our own 
midst and consists of the deaden- 
ing secularism of America and of 
the western world which threatens 
to choke the sources of spiritual 
power. 


“More and more people in Amer- 
ica are anxiously concerned with 
the warning given by President 
Wilson that no nation can long be 
preserved materially unless it is 
first preserved spiritually. 


“As we witness the extent to 
which moral leukemia is permeat- 
ing the whele body politic and eat- 
ing its way like d cancer through 
governmental, economic and do- 
mestic life, the truth daily becomes 
more and more inescapable that we 
have been looking to our great 
wealth and material sources as a 
sort of Maginot Line; whereas our 
real defenses, and our leadership in 
the world as well as the integrity 
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of our national home life, must 


“I do not think anyone can scru- 
tinize with care the contemporary 
crises without coming to the con- 
viction that we require a strength- 
ening and cleansing faith that will 
revitalize the human mind. 


“Almost as clearly as in the de- 
clining days of the Roman Em- 
pire, our scheme of values seems 
to have been broken down. 


“As Mr. Justice Douglas, of the 
United States Supreme Court, re- 
cently said in a broadcast state- 
ment: 


+ ““We need the faith of our 
fathers. We need a faith that dedi- 
cates us to something bigger and 
more important than ourselves or 
our possessions. Only if we have 
that faith will we be able to guide 
thé destirly of nations, in this the 
most critical peridd of world his- 
tory.’ 

“As to what was ‘the faith of our 
fathers we have the answer in the 
Declaration of Independence, the 
reading of which in our public 
schools some of the groups to 
which I have alluded would seek 
to prohibit on the ground that its 
declaration that all men are en- 
dowed by their Creator with cer- 
tain inalienable rights, including 
the right to be free and equal, is 
religious doctrine which the First 
and Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution exclude from contam- 
inating public property. 


Basic Division 
“The world today is divided as 


between this declaration, constitut- 
ing the ‘faith of our fathers’ that 
the natural rights of man come 
from the Creator, and the Marxian 
declaration that they come from 
the state and hence that what the 
State grants today, it can withdraw 
tomorrow. 

“The struggle between these two 
contradictory concepts is not only 
world-wide, but it is on the very 
point of coming to a climax in our 
own country in these cases which 
are now moving into the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

“At the moment this struggle 
takes form in the increasing litiga- 
tion centering in the State-support- 
ed systems of education; and it is 
natural that it should be so, for in 
its essence, the struggle is for the 
possession and control of the mind 
of man. : 

- “In that struggle education has 
always been and will be’ the chief 
battleground. 

“The . American people are 
spending many billions of dollars 
on education; but today they feel 
themselves required, with increas- 
ing urgency, to discover, analyze 
and activate the concepts which 
must underlie and the aims which 
must supply education capable of 
vitalizing the moral sanctions and 
values necessary to sustain in law, 
order, liberty and justice the free

The divorce 
rate has jumped from 7.7% in 1939 
to 14% in 1950. Sweden has one 
of the world’s highest illegitimacy 
rates and one of the highest alco- 
holism rates.” 

We 
might not have an electric icebox 
or an automobile, but at least we’d 
be among a people who throng 
their churches, who have a sense 
of destiny, who know whence they 
came, why they're here, and where 
they’re headed.

Women Too 


Women, too, are doing their bit 
in backing th: pronouncements of 
the Holy Father. At the 1950 meet- 
ing of the Bishops of this country 
Archbishop Lucey of San Antonio, 
in speaking of the work of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women, 
made the statement that it is “the 
most influential lay body in the 
Church in our country.”

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A Grave Issue 


“The issue thus drawn could not 
be graver. It now comes before 
the United States Supreme Court 
and will then pass for final decis- 
ion to the American people them- 
selves. 


“Can it be that secularism has 
now come into such total control 
of public education that it can at 
last dictate to the legislatures, the 
courts and the State commission- 
ers of education the non-discretion- 
ary duties of erecting a gateless 
‘wall of separation’ between. the 
children and their parents’ ‘liberty 
of conscience’ and ‘free exercise 
and enjoyment of religious profes- 
sion and worship’ in the matter of 
public education? 


“Millions of parents throughout 
our land believe with deepest con- 
viction that secularism is a basic 
cause of the world’s ills and under- 
mines the very cornerstone of our 
freedom and its blessings as ex- 
pressed in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 


“Those millions-of parents have 
a constitutional right to believe 
and to demand reasonable freedom 
and respect for such belief and for 
its essential and inextricable rela- 
tion to the education of their chil- 


dren. 
“Can it be that other parents or 


other groups in our country can/ +, 


now use this same Constitution to 
impose their gwn views as to the 
content and implications of the ed- 
ucation of other people's children? 


“Can it be that they can now so 
imprison the educational preroga- 
tives of the State in pure secular- 
ism that not even the State itself 
ean recognize and allow for the 
deep concern with which millions 
of parents and citizens view such 
a theory of secular absolutism? 


Signs Of Tyranny 


“If the State can exclude the 
parents from any freedom of con- 
science and religious conviction as 
to the educational content to which 
their children are compelled to 
submit, then whoever can get 
control of. the public educational 
system can ultimately get control 
of the people themselves and regi- 
ment thought and belief. | 

“Such is the appalling lesson of 
all systems of Brown, Black and 
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States Supreme Court intervened 
Meyer v. Nebraska (262 U. S. 
890), and Pierce y. Society of 
Sisters (268 U. S. 510), and of 
what happened in Louisiana until 
the assassin intervened. 


“While this overshadowing is- 
sue, pregnant with the destiny of 
the American people, is momen- 
tarily before the courts in the field 
of education, it cannot be avoided 
or altered in fundamental prin- 
ciples by its transfer to State-sup- 
ported teachers colleges which 
draw their maintenance in whole 
or in part from public taxes. 


“Doubtless, education in relig- 
ious history and in comparative 
religions as a scholastic curriculum 
or as part of general culture is as 
lawful in a public school as it 
would be in a State teachers col- 
lege; but if, because the institution 
is tax-supported, it is unlawful in 
a public school to express faith in 
God and a belief in the Creator as 
avowed in the Declaration of In- 
dependence, then in all logic it 
would seem to be equally unlawful 
to prepare teachers at public ex- 
pense to teach such beliefs in tax- 
supported institutions of any aca- 
demic class. 


“The prohibition in the First 
Amendment against making a ‘law 
respecting an establishment. of re- 
ligion’ contains no distinction be- 
tween the child and the adult or 
between the pupil or the teacher.”
